JUST as loner as emp loy ers and labor are organized on th e 
basis of comp etition each side will p lay for its adv antage with ou t 
considering th e conseq u ences of th eir demands. 
T h e p u blic as 
non-combatants are not giv en mu ch consideration wh en th e com­ 
batants declare war. 
In fact th e p u blic's inconv enience is u sed 
as a clu b by eith er side wh ich is able to wield it to adv antage. 
Th e knowledge th at p u blic op inion is op p osed to a cessation of 
work is u sed to influ ence one side or th e oth er to make conces­ 
sions and if a strike is called p u blic op inion is organized as th or­ 
ou gh ly as p ossible so th at one side or th e oth er may be v indi­ 
cated by it. 
Gradu ally th e p u blic is coming to see th at both sides are ou t 
to cap italize p u blic op inion and th at th e v ital interests of th e 
p u blic are not giv en mu ch consideration ex cep t as th ey can be 
made to serv e th e p u rp ose of eith er side.. Th e th reat oi a strike 
at th e end of Au gu st in th e anth racite fields is being u sed at p res­ 
ent to win concessions from one or th e oth er side. Th e op erators 
refu se to y ield to th e miners wh o ask certain concessions as a 
p art of th e new contract and th e miners refu se to moderate th eir 
claims. 
Both sides arc p lay ing for adv antage and as long as th e 
two are organized so th at only by th reats concessions may be 
won th is kind of a th reat to th e nation’s secu rity will be in order. 
It is q u ite p ossible th at better cou nsel will p rev ent a tie-u p 
of th e anth racite indu stry , bu t th e p u blic is obliged to wait p a­ 
tiently for th e ou tcome of th e discu ssions. 
If th ere is a cessation 
of work, th e p u blic as non-combatants mu st look on, knowing 
th at it will p ay th e p rice of th e stru ggle and th at, wh ich ev er side 
wins, will in no way alter th e fact th at th e p u blic will p ay th e bill. 
America is looked u p on by th e world as a nation wh ose intent 
is p eacefu l. 
America is disinclined to th ink of w arfare ex cep t 
of a defensiv e ch aracter and y et America h as not been able to 
organize its indu stry in su ch a way th at coop eration between 
cap ital and labor h as disp laced comp etition between th ese two 
forces, a comp etition wh ich is of th e natu re of conflict in wh ich 
th e two sides ligh t each oth er wh ile th e p u blic su ffers. 
America 
is offered th e op p ortu nity of p rov ing to th e world th at its p eace­ 
fu l sp irit can eliminate su ch conflicts wh ich p rov e th at, wh ile in 
affairs ou tside of ou r bou ndaries we are ready to keep th e p eace, 
inside of ou r borders we h av e not been able to translate th is 
sp irit into an intelligent and p ractical p rogram th at conserv es 
th e p eace of ou r grou p s.

THE INTOLERANCE OE THE TOLERANT 


T h o m a s R. M a r s h a l l , vice president of the United States 
under the Wilson administration, has called attention to an in­ 
teresting subject that merits the attention of Americans. 
Writ­ 
ing to the Minneapolis Journal he attempted to show “ how a tol­ 
erant age may become intolerant of all authority.” 
The matter 
which he cites to show the tendency of the times is the attitude 
of those who besought President Harding to release prisoners 
who were convicted under the espionage act and who, when the 
late president had carefully reviewed the cases and had ordered 
the release of some of the prisoners, failed to thank him or show 
their appreciation of his decision. 
The tendency to which the writer calls attention is mani­ 
fest in the world today. 
Those who wished the release of these 
political prisoners were not ready to appreciate the release of 
such as the chief executive felt like releasing after he had care­ 
fully reviewed the cases. 
They wanted all or nothing, and when 
the president yielded a part of what was asked they stood silent 
while he was abused by those who believed that the political 
prisoners should serve out their sentences, or they added to the 
abuse. 
Mr. Marshall points out that laws that do not conform to 
the will of minorities are not respected by such minorities. 
An 
evidence of the truth of his statement was provided by the Min­ 
neapolis city council when it voted to give a public reception to 
Belltail. 
I 
It would be a mistake to conclude that this disrespect for 
law is born of some peculiar attitude of this ago to government. 
It goes much deeper than that. 
Since the World war it has been 
dangerous to express an opinion that was not held by the ma­ 
jority. 
The intolerance of the majority which favors a law, and 
will not tolerate agitation asking for a repeal of that law, helps 
to foster the spirit of which Mr. Marshall speaks. 
What people 
don’t like they will not have. 
There is a marked intolerance of 
any opinion that does not agree with the opinion of the other 
side. 
Orthodoxy in religion or society or government is always 
right because, as Thomas Carlyle said of it, it is “my doxy,” and 
the heterodox are always wrong because it is “their doxy.” 
The 
age is exceedingly tolerant of activities but is intolerant of opin­ 
ions, requirements and legislation. A respect for the convictions 
and sincerity of others will help this situation. President Hard­ 
ing did not release all the prisoners, but President Harding was 
sincere and did his duty as lie saw it. The men he pardoned were 
convicted under the law, he reviewed their cases and when he 
thought that there was some question as to the fairness of their 
trial he exercised executive clemency. 
He could not go further. 
He could not ignore the law. If he had he would have been untrue 
to his oath.
